. PREAMBLE AN11 CONSTITUTION:- 

From a long series of experience, we, the churches 
of Jesus Christ, being regularly, baptized upon our 
profession of faiith in Jesus .Christ, are convinced 
of the necessity of : a combination. of churches, in 
order to perpetuate a union and communion among 
its,, and preserve, maintain and keep the- rules and 
orders' of an association, according to the following 
plan Or form of government. 

Art. 1. The Association shall he composed of 
members chosen by the different churches, and duly 
sent to represent i'n the Association, who shall he 
members whom they trink best quallied for that 
purpose, and producing letters from their respective . 
churches certify‘ng\ the IT appointment, shall be enti¬ 
tled to seats'. * v 

Art. 2 In the letters from the differ out chh rches 
shall he expressed their full fellowship, their bap¬ 
tized, restored, received by letter, dismissed ; excom¬ 
municated and dead; since the last Association. 

Art. 8. The members thus chosen and convened 
shall have no power to lord it over God’s heritage, 
nor shrill they have any clerical power over the 
churches, nor shall they infringe on the internal 
rights of any church i’n the union. 

Art. 4 The Association when convened shall be 
governed cud ruled by a proper decorum.
